ON TOUR WITH KENNEDY: There is no longer any reason to 
doubt that Sen. Jack Kennedy has made a tremendous break- 
through and that the image of him as a purposeful, decisive man 
grows in the minds of the people of his 
country. Nor is there any question but 
what he, himself, the inner Kennedy, 
has matured and gained in purpose and 
determination. 


“More than ever before,’’ he said, 
in a brief conversation after a luncheon 
following his vast and affectionate ticker- 
tape welcome in New York, “I want to 
win. It seems to me after watching the 
issues develop that the years ahead re- 
quire new leadership. I hope we can be 
given the opportunity to supply it.” 

One of his staff summed it up say- 
ing, “From the beginning Jack had his 
mind set on this. Now his heart is in it, 
- too. This explains the increasing drive 
>». and public acceptance. The people sense

. Whatever the answer, none can fail 
to recognize that he has come surging 
forward since the first debate and that 
support for him grows. But it is not possible now to predict a 
winner. If it were not for the religious issue, one would forecast a 
substantial Kennedy victory, but there is such an issue, and that 
it is well financed and is being stepped up in intensity against 
Sen. Kennedy is undeniable. That this is shameful and un-American 
is also true.

There ‘s none of these elements in the public picture of young 
Kennedy who has caught the imagination of a very substantial 
number of his fellow citizens. He seems to be growing. But neither 
camp really thinks the election is won. This is obvious in their 
actions. Both are pulling up their heavy guns for final attacks in 
the large industrial states with the fat totals of electoral votes. 
Registration is up everywhere. The Democratic state and city 
organizations are at work. This is something Adlai Stevenson did 
not have. 


Unemployment grows, and in some areas, this will be felt at 
the ballot box. But the Republicans are by no means idle. They 
are well financed. They have the incumbent in the White House. 
They possess the advantages of patronage and promises. And cer- 
tainly Vice President Nixon is an intelligent man, though he does 
at times seem to feel insecure. In Arizona he could, for example, 
preach the importance of party loyalty and say he would support 
every Republican candidate in each state. And yet, hours later, in 
a distant state he could return to his old theme that the party is 
not important and urge that voters not hold to the ways of their 
grandparents but vote for the man. 


There are rumors the Republicans refused the fifth television 
debate because they plan to drop a bombshell charge or so when it 
is too late to answer them well. Without question, they will try 
something spectacular. The President also will speak again. But in 
these days of quick communications, charges can be answered 
swiftly. 


At any rate, the GOP managers wanted no debate on which 
last minute developments could be analyzed and discussed. From 
now on, there will be more and more rumors and smears. These 
are the aberrations of the last days of a hard fought campaign. 


It is not yet determined, but one might venture the belief that 
if the Kennedy breakthrough continues to expand he can win a 
comfortable electoral victory. But, again, if the religious issue, 
which cannot be evaluated because much of it is underground, re- 
tards him, then the vice president would win narrowly.

the State Commissioner of Agriculture— 
regardless of whom he might be—to the 
Board of Regents of the University Sys- 
tem, would be an unwarranted interfer- 
ence in the operation of the system.

Another proposal could pack the State 
Board of Education with the addition 
of five state-at-large members to 
the present 12. They would be appointed 
by the governor without geographical 
distribution required. This amendment 
No. 3 unwisely stipulates that no one may 
be named who has been professionally 
connected with education—the only ap- 
parent qualification for appointment. 
This amendment would make the 
board unwieldy and highly vulnerable to 
political pressures. It would make the 
task of public school administration more 
difficult. We recommend its defeat as in 
the best interest of education in the state.

Talmadge’s Farm Plan 
Deserves Further Study 


There is no problem more complex in 
the American economy today than the 
plight of the farmers. Both presidential 
candidates know this. 


Sen. Herman Talmadge continues to 
plug for his two-price plan which has 
much merit. Under it “the farmer would 
plant what he pleases, be responsible 
for selling what he pleases and receive 
from the government a guarantee of the 
difference between full parity and the 
price he receives for that portion of his 
crop consumed in this country.” 


The surplus would be placed on the 
world market at prevailing prices. 


Advancing technology, of course, has 
created the problem which has driven 
millions from the farms and left us with 
the mountains of surpluses. Existing farm 
programs which have tried to maintain 
the status quo have failed. Increased pro- 
duction drives prices down and the subsi- 
dies and surpluses go higher. 


In 1940 the American farmer produced 
enough food and fiber for himself and 11 
others. Today he produces enough for 25 
persons. The 7,400,000 American farm 
workers produce more than 33 million 
Russian workers. 


Producing 50 per cent more than he 
did before World War II, the American 
farmer does the job with 30 per cent 
fewer man hours of work. Translated in- 
to economics this means we need fewer 
farmers, less acreage in crops and more 
markets. In terms of human beings it 
means an entirely different thing. 

Adjusting supply to demand while en- 
abling those to remain on the farm who 
desire to do so are the basic questions. 
Thus far no solution has been found. It 
might be a good idea for Washingten to 
explore Sen. Talmadge’s plan further. 


Election Law Muddle 
Should Be Corrected 


Secretary of State Ben Fortson and a 
number of legislators who have con- 
tacted him are right in maintaining that 
Georgia’s 5 per cent voter petition law 
should be revised to include local races. 

The present law is so leaky that some 
“independents” are running for county 
offices in the November general election, 
after being defeated in the September 
Democratic primary, without even being 
required to present a petition signed by 
5 per cent of the registered voters. 

Other revisions are in order..For in- 
stance, legislators in some counties have 
to he approved in two Democratic pri- 
maries before they become official nomi- 
nees. This is a needless and wasteful 
practice, as is demonstrated by the fact 
that the other counties have only one 
Democratic primary and fare just as well 
if not better. 

Uniform regulations on _ primaries, 
with the law spelled out on the 5 per 
cent provision at the next session of the 
General Assembly, are needed to unrid- 
dle the present confusion.

Atlanta Should Prepare 
For U.S. Aid to Transit 


Sen. Kennedy, campaigning in New 
York, has endorsed a detailed Democratic 
program aimed at solving “the vital 
problems of our cities and suburbs.” 


Among the proposals is federal aid to 
mass transit systems. 


It can be expected that should the 
Democrats win and should such a pro- 
gram be initiated, rapid transit would 
come in for a major share of the funds 
available. This is simply because rapid 
transit is the only economical way: for 
cities approaching a population of a mil- 
lion and half or two million to move 
people in and out. , 


Public money is necessary for rapid 
transit—both to prepare for it and to con- 
struct it. (The only plan so far offered 
for rapid transit here calls for public 
construction, with users paying for op- 
eration.) 

The cities that are ready are the ones 
that will get the federal aid when it 
becomes available. For that redson alone 
(and there is also the compelling reason 


that without getting ready for rapid 


transit this city could stunt its growth) 
the Atlanta area. ought to prepare to 
move ahead.

The White House 
Will Be a Snap 


WASHINGTON—It begins to appear that the 
job of actually being president—a 
known among politicians with ghoulish candor 


job long 


as “‘a man killer’’-—may seem hardly tougher than a winter vacation 
to the winner of this presidential campaign. 


It is not easy to see how the 
White House, for all its pressures, 
can be too great a burden to 
the man who emerges victorious 
from this incredible trial-by-fire 
of 1960. For, after all, a “sitting 
president’’ can, sometimes, really 
sit—and alone. 


Since circumstances have 
plunged the contenders into this 
mauling, this savagely demand- 
ing contest, the country is for- 
tunate beyond belief that both 
are young and healthy. Other- 
wise, we might find we had killed 
both our candidates before elect- 
ing either. 

The people who read the dis- 
patches of this or that aspirant’s 
appearances here and there can 
hardly realize the true story of 
personal effort and sacrifice be- 
hind all these scattered little 
stories. For either candidate a 
fairly relaxed day will run to 18 
hours, a fairly brisk day to 20 
hours. There are speeches in the 
early morning chill, in the clam- 
orous noonday, in the small, ex- 
hausted hours long past midnight.

It is enough to incline any on- 
looker who really likes politicians 
anyhow (as this correspondent ad- 
mits he does) to have more sym- 
pathy for what the candidate does 
right than to be critical of what, 
at a safe distance, he does that 
seems to be wrong.

many call this bird, does not 
stride. A mocking bird may 


stride, or even strut on occasion. 
And even a thrasher, which I 
am afraid you may have con- 
fused with a thrush, may also 
stride. 


But a joree does not stride. He 
jumps like a broad jumper with 
both feet. He jumps and kicks 
back the leaves, and then he 
eats the bugs or the worms, or 
whatever, which he uncovers, 
and that is the way he gets his 
food. 


I suggest you get you some 
new glasses, or a new bird book, 
for I am very fond of your arti- 
cles about birds and I do not 
wish you spreading misinforma- 
tion about their habits.” 

I am very grateful to Mrs. 
Kendrick for straightening me 
out in the matter of the towhee, 
or joree, and I promise that I 
will pay more attention from now 
on as to the way birds move 
about. It is very disconcerting 
to be unmasked as a phony 
bird watcher. 

In fact, in writing about birds 
in the future, I think perhaps I 
shall merely refer to them as 
big birds or little birds, like a 
noted ornithologist I once met 
in the Okeefenokee Swamp. He 
was a government guide and I 
had been told he knew every- 
thing there was to know about 
the flora and the fauna of the 
swamp, from alligators to eagles. 
Anxious for enlightenment, I

asked him what was the specie 
of a large bird which flew over 
our boat. 

“That is one of them old big 
whoopers,” he said. A some- 
what smaller bird flew over. 

What’s that? I asked. ‘That's 
one of them old little whoopers,”’ 
he said. 

A very small bird buzzed by. 

And that one? I said. 

“That,” he said, “is one of 
them little old cheechees.” 

So far as I ever found out, only 
three birds inhabit the Okeefe- 
nokee—big whoopers, little whoop- 
ers and little old cheechees.

Now There’s Need 
For Fifth Freedom 


‘Our four freedoms are familiar stock. But 
now one perceiving soul is calling for the fifth 
, freedom: the {reedom from the necessity of be- 

ing a big shot! That’s a needed freedom indeed. Much of our life’s 


structure is rifled with status, belongings, the mania for more, the 
success myths, the desire to keep up with the Joneses and if pos- 


sible to pass them on a curve. 

Too much attention is being 
given to the “big shot.”’ The 
‘“‘top dog” is the silent envy of 
the aspiring millions. 

Is it necessary to subscribe 
to this shallow trend? Can there 
not be effective leadership with- 
out the lordly attitude? Is it so 
much a matter of position or 
disposition? Is it altitude that 
matters or attitude? 

In one of the shortest books 
of the Bible, III John, the author 
refers to one Diotrephes who 
loved to have preeminence 
among the brethren. His num- 
ber has been legion in com- 
merce, finance, education, poli- 
tics as well as religion. These 
words were Greek the first time 
they were. spoken, and for that 
matter, still are: “In honor pre- 
fer one another.” 

Most educational philosophies 
accent the very opposite: in 
honor prefer yourself or no one 
will prefer for you. The golden 
rule is rewritten to read,* do 
unto others before they do you. 
If you don’t make a reputation 
for yourself, who will do it for 
you? So the feverish pace ... 
and we get caught in the whirl- 
ing dervish of competition with 
its endless frustrations, its hour- 
ly contradictions and its deceiv- 
ing mirage of ill fortune. 

Maybe somebody needs to 
rescue the old-fashioned adage 
about “it matters not whether 
you won or lost but how you 
played the game.’’ Maybe it still 
is in order to inject the timely 


warning that being a big shot is 
hardly worth the nauseating ef- 
fort involved. At least most of 
the “‘successes”’ along this line 
leave a lot to be desired. 

While fighting in the South 
Pacific during World War II,

one of the colonels in our divi- 
sion was known for his profane, 
militant, raw attitude. He be- 
lieved that distance and stern 
discipline were the ultimate vir- 
tues in military success. Un- 
bending, noncommunicative, he 
stood aloof. When he led his 
men into battle his big shot at- 
titude was a poor source of in- 
spiration for the men. He was 
a stranger to them. But along- 
side them was another battalion 
commanded by another colonel. 
He had no excessive familiarity 
with the enlisted men. He had 
something better: a kind, intel- 
ligent, disciplined attitude. The 


men knew him and loved him. *” 


In battle they’ stood as solid as 
Gibraltar behind him. He never 
deemed it necessary to be a big 
shot in order to lead. 

There is no room in religion 
for big shots. The founder of 
our faith was a humble man. 
Paul said about Him, “*... And 
He made of himself no reputa- 
tion, but took upon himself the 
form of a servant and made in 
the likeness of men.” The serv- 
ants are not better than their 
Master.

There were but three. It was 10:45 a.m. They had come from Forsyth 
street, passed Rich's, Inc., along the Alabama side, and, killing time until the 
11 o'clock sit-in deadline, the two male students and a lipsticked co-ed appraised 
| jewelry in the window of a shop on Broad. The three Negroes cased a clock, too. Because as time 

Alabama, boarded an upturning escalator, and five rides took them to their 
Room, Rich’s supersmart sit-down dining room. 


Refusal to leave meant jail. 
That's what it was to be, then. 


Negroes Nos. 8 and 9 were in 
the basement. “I fought three 
years for freedom,’’ said Bobby 
Schley, a Morris Brown student 
and Army veteran. “I'll take 
service or jail.” 

Capt. Little let him have what 
he wanted. This first load of 
eight went in by red paddy 
wagon. From behind the bars 
at the back of the rolling lockup 
Patricia Ann Smith, 18, talked. 
She said for her it would be 
jail, not bail. 

“You ever been in jail?’’ the 
18-year-old student was asked. 
She shook her head. ‘“You don’t 
know what it’s like?”’ 

The Negro miss who wanted 
to be martyr-like soon saw. She 
was searched, finger-printed 
and sent to a cell. 

There was company to come. 

Dr. Martin Luther King, lead- 
er of the non-violent resisters, 
“felt a moral responsibility. to 
join in the worthwhile mov e- 
ment.”’ Capt. Little’s segrega- 
tion specialist felt a responsi- 
bility to send him to jail, along 
with student integration chief 
Lonnie King, when they left 
Rich’s bridge luncheon counter 
for off-limits segregated seats.

Before the day was done more 
than 50 others were arrested, 
battling to be behind bars, pre- 
ferring jail to bail, and Atlanta 
was the sit-in center of the 
South.

I 
remember much today as I live 
with the excitement of a new 
home. I remember and am 
grateful.” 


The young woman was or- 
phaned at the age of 17 and at 
the age of 21 she had used up 
the money her family left her 
and had to leave nurse’s train- 
ing.

He chartered a taxi in Brazza- 
ville and the taxi came across 
the river with him on the 6:30 
a.m. ferry. When he landed on 
the Leopoldville side, he went 
through immigration and cus- 
toms without any trouble, but 
the taxi driver was held up. The 
driver told Harrell to start walk- 
ing towards the Boulevard Al- 
bert, Leopoldville’s main street, 
and that he would meet him there 
in a few minutes. 


*“T had walked about three 
Guarters of the way up the 
street,”’ Harrell related, “when 


suddenly I was jumped from be- | 


- 


off the Boulevard Albert).”’ 


EMBASSY CAUTIONS HIM 


Harrell then spent several 
hours at the Memling recuperat- 
ing from his frightening expe- 
rience. He telephoned the U.S. 
Embassy during this time and 
told them what had happened. 
They asked him to be more care- 
ful in the future. “They seemed 
to think what had happened to 
me was about par for the 
course,” he said. 


After lunch, Harrell decided he 
would have another try at seeing 
the city. His driver took him to 
the African townships on the 
edge of the city, the zoo, the now 
mostly-deserted European residen- 
tial areas, the Stanley monument 
—which is on a hill overlooking 
the city—and finally to the care- 
fully guarded residence of Congo 
President Joseph Kasavubu. Here 
Harrell’s luck ran out again. 


The taxi drove up to the gate of 
the residence and stopped. Before

His predominantly traditional 
étyle gives the tragic tale a flavor 
similar to Verdi's “Lady Mac- 
beth” and Donnizetti’s “Lucia di 
Lammermoor.” An undertone of 
modern dissonance heightens the 
violent mood of the work. 


Miss Jordan, a native of Bir- 
mingham, Ala. and a mellow- 
voiced coloratura, performed the 


difficult monologue with dramatic 
and operatic excellence. 


COMPOSER ATTENDS 

Composer Giannini attended the 
performance, and will meet sym- 
phony patrons at an after-concert 
party Friday night at the Capital 
City Club.

TROOPS GRAB FILM 


The soldiers then made Har- 
rell take the film out of his cam- 
era and give it to them. (He had 
some pictures of the famed Dr. 
Albert Schweitzer on the roll 
which he had taken in Lam- 
barene, Gabon Republic, the site 
of Schweitzer’s jungle hospital.) 
They then made him empty ev- 
erything out of his shirt and 
pants pockets. In one pocket was 
a traveler’s check for $20 which 
they made him sign at gunpoint 
and give to them. 


“They then told me to get out 
of there,” Harrell related, “I 
walked a little way and then took 
off on a dead run. They were still 
beating my taxi driver the last 
I saw of him. I think one rea- 
son they beat him so long was 
because he resisted them. I didn’t 
fight back because I knew it 
would only make matters worse.” 


EUROPEANS DRIVE UP 


Harrell said that while he was 
being pummeled, a car full of 
Europeans drove up, saw what 
was going on, and left in a great 
hurry. He also stated that one 
Norwegian soldier and several 
Ghanan troops who were at- 
tached to the United Nations 
forces stood off a distance while 
he was being beaten and did 
nothing to stop it. He was rath- 
er bitter about this fact when he 
related the incident to this re- 
porter later. 


He found another taxi after 
leaving Kasavubu’s residence and 
returned to the Hotel Memling. 
There he told some people what 
had happened and they told him 
he should 
ficials in Leopoldville. But ag it 
was Sunday, they were very dif- 
ficult to get in touch with; so he 
took a taxi to the port and board- 
ed the ferry for Brazzaville. 


SHAKING ALL OVER 


“I didn’t begin to relax until we 
reached the middle of the Congo 
River,” he said. “I have never 
been so scared in my life. I was 
literally petrified. I had broken 
out in a cold sweat and was shak- 
ing all over. I am naturally fairly 
dark-complexioned, but I was as 
white as a sheet. I had really had 
enough of Leopoldville!”’ 


Harrell was very lucky to have 
escaped without serious injuries. 
When I interviewed him about the 
incident on Monday morning, he 
was in good shape physically and 
had no bad bruises or cuts. 


GUARD BLOWS WHISTLE 


An hour and a half after Harrell 
had been attacked Sunday in 
front of Kasavubu’s house, this 
reporter arrived at the same spot 
by taxi and took a picture of the 
residence from the car window— 
not knowing, of course, what had 
transpired earlier. One of the Con- 
golese guards blew a whistle and 
motioned my driver to stop the 
vehicle. Two guards then came up 
to the car, told me it was forbid- 
den to take pictures and demand- 
ed my film. I showed them my 
U.N. press card and pretended 
that I didn’t know what they were 
talking about. We kept up this 
play-acting for 30 minutes. Final- 
ly, a Ghanan soldier arrived on 
the scene and between us he per- 
suaded the Congolese soldiers that 


they should let both me and my\ 


film go. 


I stayed in Leopoldville for 
three days, wandering all over th 
city and suburbs at will, and 
was the only trouble — if j 
be called that — I 


saw

Rocketing 
Gold Prices 


LONDON (UP)—A gold rush 
developed on the London market 
Thursday and the price of the 
precious metal soared to $41 an 
ounce until the world’s biggest 
owner, the United States, knocked 
the price down again. 


An official announcement by the 
United States that it will continue 
to peg the price of gold at $35 
an ounce, brought on a wave of 
profit-taking on the market and 
forced the price down to $38. 
Speculators were responsible for 
much of the sudden rise in the 
normally placid gold market. 


The gold fever was infectious. 
Gold stocks rose on the New 
York Stock Exchange with virtu- 
ally every gold mining issue af- 
fected. Heavy dealings were re- 
ported in Canada and other in- 
ternational markets, in a chain 
reaction to the surge of buying 
and selling in London. 


Bullion brokers in London 
opened the market Thursday 
morning with gold selling at $36.55 
per troy ounce. 


A sudden rush of buying sent 
the price up to $40. A late wave 
pushed it up another dollar to 
$41. 


With the yellow metal in short 
supply in private markets, deal- 
ers sought to cope with a flurry 
of orders to buy. 


They described the rush to buy 
in the gold market, where prices 
usually vary only minutely, as 
‘“‘phenomenal, fantastic.” 


Britons. could only watch. Like 
Americans, they cannot buy or 
hold gold bullion. 


The surge of buying was 
sparked by clients of Swiss banks, 
acting on the advice of brokers 
to buy gold and avoid paying the 
commission Switzerland charges 
on foreign currency held in Swiss 
banks.

They pointed to the qualified 
guest speakers at some of the functions to underline their case. 


Among the speakers were Mrs. Nan Pendergast of Atlanta. 
Mother of seven children, she has added handling public relations 
for the Fulton County Republican Party to her list of chores. Well- 
schooled in Party progress, Mrs. Pendergast declared she has “a 
sort of photographic memory” that enables her to rattle off cer- 
tain points in behalf of her candidates. 


At the coffee hostessed by Mrs. Robert Snodgrass, Mrs. Pender- | 


gast touched on numerous points: 


EIGHT-YEAR RECORD 


“During the past eight years, we've made greater strides in 
the field of erasing second-class citizenship than in all the 90 
years preceding. . . . The Eisenhower administration has led the 
way in liberalizing immigration laws, and has succeeded in cutting 
the waiting period for citizenship from 18 months to 45 days ... 
Under this administration, social security benefits have been ex- 
tended to cover 12 million more people; the department of Health, 
Education and Welfare was established. And during the two years 
when we had a Republican administration and a Republican Con- 
gress, the nation rejoiced in the largest single tax cut in its history

TELEPHONE SURVEY 


DeKalb County Republican Headquarters has announced the 
results of a two-week telephone survey of more than 7,000 citizens in 
the area. The survey was conducted “at home” by GOP women in 
the county, under the leadership of Mrs. Judy Cutson. 


“Most of the women who made the calls,”’ report Mrs. Cutson, 
“have been surprised at the great number of eligible citizens who 
are not registered to vote.” 


She said that of the 7,314 contacted, only 4,622 reported they are 
registered to vote. 


The survey included five questions: “Do you want a two-party 
svstem in Georgia?” “Are you registered to vote?’’ “Have you 
decided which candidate you are going to vote for and do you 
mind saying who?” and ‘‘Would you be interested in helping the 
DeKalb Republicans in any way?” 

Reporting survey results, Mrs. Cutson pointed out that only 
those registered were asked to tell for whom they would vote. 
SURVEY RESULTS 

Vice President Nixon scored 1,383 and Sen. Kennedy clocked 
in with 1,317 pledges from those called. A total of 1,922 of the 
7,314 either “‘hadn’t decided’”’ or “‘just wouldn't say.”’ 

“A large majority of the registered voters,’’ she continued, 
“favored a two-party system. “‘But one out of five people con- 
tacted did not seem to know what the term ‘two-party system’ 
means.”’

Army to Remove Dependents 


WEST BERLIN (WNS)—The 


United States Army is acting to 
reduce the number of wives, 
children and in-laws attached to 
its Berlin garrison. 


The U.S. military is preparing 
for the big storm Nikita Khru- 
shchey is promising for this 
Iron Curtain outpost after the 
U.S. Presidential elections. 


Senator John F. Kennedy, in 
his second TV debate with Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon, 
predicted a Berlin crisis after 
the Presidential ballot. The 
military definitely agrees with 
Kennedy. 


From the Army’s viewpoint, 
the trouble with wives is that 
they tend to increase. 


It is Army policy to keep fami- 


lies together if the husband has 
enough rank or noncommis- 
sioned grade, and if his tour is 
long enough to impose hardship 
when the family is separated. 


The U.S. Army has around 
6,000 fighting men in Berlin (the 
exact number is classified) and 
some 4,000 dependent wives, 
children, parents and parents- 
in-law. 


This latter item is not neg- 
ligible. It is estimated that the 
American mother-in-law strength 
in West Berlin is 550. 


The Army values the presence 
of dependents in West Berlin— 
within reasonable limits. The 
wives and children are a ‘‘show 
the flag’’ soothing agent, West 
Berliners being reassured by

“Yes, employes have temper- 
ament,”” Miss Lanceford ad- 
mits, “gals probably more than 
the men.”

“You either go home and 
blow your stack or go out and 
take a walk around the block,” 
she suggests.

2 Convicts 
Indicted in 
Cell Deaths 


Two youthful convicts have been 
indicted on murder charges in 
the fatal stabbings of two other 
prisoners during a  pre-dawn 
“gang’’ fight inside Reidsville 
State Prison, a Tattnall County 
Superior Court official said Thurs- 
day. 


The Tattnall Grand Jury re 
turned murder indictments 
against prisoners William Houser, 
20, and James Louis Driver, 19, 
as the result of an Oct. 3 prison 
dormitory fight that left two in- 


mates dead and two others 
wounded. 
Superior Court Clerk Johnny 


Kicklighter said the grand jury 
also indicted two prisoners—Billy 
M. lee, 19, and Robert Jerry 
Waites, 20—on charges of assault 
with intent to murder. 


TRIAL EXPECTED SOON 
Houser and Driver probably will 
stand trial on the murder charges 
during the week of Oct. 31 in Tatt- 
nall Superior Court before Atlan- 
tic Judicial Circuit Judge Henry 
H. Durrence, Kicklighter said. 


The indictments charged Houser 
with fatally stabbing inmate Ger- 
ald Frost, 22, and Driver with 
“cutting, stabbing and mortally 
wounding” prisoner Rex Andrews, 
22. 


The grand jury returned its in- 
dictments after hearing evidence 
presented by State Prison Warden 
R. P. Balkcom Jr. and Atlantic 
Sol. Gen. Bruce D. Dubberly, who 
investigated the bloody affray that 
was fought with crude, homemade 
weapons in Dormitory F-1. 


WARDEN CHECKS RECORDS 


Warden Balkcom checked pris- 
on records Thursday in response 
to a request and said Houser is 
serving a 3 to 5-year burglary 
sentence from Lowndes County 
and Driver 6 to 9 years from 
Coweta and Hall counties for 
burglary, forgery, larceny of an 
auto and simple larceny. 


Kicklighter said the assault-to- 
murder charges against Lee and 
Waites resulted from the stab 
wounds inflicted during the fight 
on Tommy Gay, 24, and John Wil- 
liamson, 19. 


Balkcom said Lee is Serving an 
18 to 20-year burglary sentence 
from Hall County and Waites a 
12-year robbery and morals sen- 
tence from Fulton and DeKalb 
counties. 


ALL SERVED AT ALTO 


All four prisoners indicted, said 
Balkcom, initially began serving 
their prison terms at the Alto 
Training School for Boys. They 
“couldn't adjust” at Alto and had 
to be sent to Reidsville, he said, 
adding that they “definitely have 
been disciplinary problems.” 


After extensive questioning of 
Dormitory F-1’s 40-odd inmates, 
Balkcom said earlier this month 
that the killings apparently result- 
ed from animosity that sprang up 
between two rival cliques which 
had been “fussing about their 
work detail.”

—There’s No Gold Rush in Oakland 


There’s no need at present to keep harping on the prospects of 
a stadium. To put it bluntly and accurately, there are no prospects 
of a stadium right now. We are breaking our promise to refrain 
from writiag about a stadium due to the large number of letters 
inquiring about pro football. 


Eaton Chalkley, of course, has a tentative franchise in the 
American Football League. At least Lamar Hunt, father of the new 
circuit, says the Atlanta franchise hinges on construction of a 
stadium. Thus, technically, Atlanta does not have a pro franchise. 


The group now engaged in semi-pro football at. Poncey has 
hopes of mushrooming into a Southern Football League next season. 
No one was more skeptical of the Atlanta Rebels than this depart- 
ment. Yet, they drew more than 3,000 fans to their opener with 
Gordon Military College last Saturday night. They take on Bessemer 
Sunday afternoon at Poncey. 


Jim Clay, who has carried the ball for pro football here, has 
not abandoned hopes of operating a team. Clay still feels that 
a pro team could survive at Poncey. In the past six months Clay 
has conferred with most of the owners of the National Football 
League. They are interested in Atlanta as a future member, 
but the NF'L isn’t coming here to play at Poncey. You can wager 
last year’s wages on that. 


Reports from the West Coast indicate that Chalkley or some 
ether owner can have an AFL franchise here even without a sta- 
dium. A stupendous lack of interest in the Oakland team is result- 
ing in a splash of red ink. Regardless of what Harry Wismer says, 
the Titans are proving a colossal flop at the gate in New York. 


To become a major league sports city, Atlanta must erect a 
stadium. When the public demands a stadium, the politicians will 
build it. It’s that simple.

Now, just a few more words on Triple A seem appropriate to 
clear up a distorted report out of Birmingham. 


A sports columnist attending the Southern Association meeting 
wrote: “So much confusion has been created out of the welter of 
loose talk and attempted maneuvering that on the same page of one 
paper the other day a sports columnist wrote that Miami probably 
would move to Atlanta in 1961, and another staffer wrote that the 
Dodgers would operate in Atlanta at the same time.”

been verbally saluting an uncommon coach named Calvin Ramsey | 


It is hardly pure luck that Avondale’s 1957
